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NOTE—The figures in this report for 1958 and 1959 are provisional, while those re- 
: lating to 1957 and earlier years are definitive. The numbers of births and deaths 
are exclusive of late registrations, i.e., births and deaths registered on the 
authority of An tArd-Chlaraitheoir. Births, deaths and marriages are registered 
in the county or county borough in which they occur. In the case of births and 
deaths assigned figures, i.e., those relating to residents of each area, are also 
shown. 


MARCH QUARTER, 1959 
MARRIAGES 


| The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 2,553, equivalent to an annual rate 
lof 3.6 per 1,000 population; this rate is 0.2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958. 
Of the total marriages 2,453 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
‘the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 3.6 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
/The remainder, being 100, is equivalent to a rate of 2.5 per 1,000 of the population other than 
/ Catholic. 
| The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,627, of which 7,387 were those of 
males and 7,240 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 20.5 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0.4 above that for the first quarter of 1958. 

The total includes 224 illegitimate briths, equivalent to 1.5 per cent of all births registered. 
The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births 
assigned according to the area of normal residence of the mother are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,520, of which 5,719 were those of 
males, and 4,801 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 14,7 per 1,000 population, 
being 0.6 above the rate for the first quarter of 1958. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex, and age group are shown in Table ITI, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 157, including 135 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 22 from other forms of tuberuclosis. Corresponding figures for the 
first quarter of 1958 were 173, 147 and 26 respectively. For rates see Table II. 


Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 5 deaths from whooping cough registered during the 
quarter, 5 from diptheria, and 9 from measles. The heading “Other infective and parasitic 
diseases’’ in Table III contained the following numbers of deaths :—septicaemia and pyaemia 
1; acute infectious encephalitis 1; infectious hepatitis 5; leptospirosis 3; tetanus 2 and herpes 
zoster 2. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,178, being equivalent to a 
rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these, 599 or 51 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms 
‘of the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 4,058, being equivalent 
to a rate of 5.7 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 1,161 or 29 per cent., while 1,122 or 40 per cent. were due to other myocardial 
degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 188, pneumonia accounted 
for 439 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 566 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the first quarter of 1958 were 180, 354 and 465 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality,—There were 9 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
equivalent to a rate of 0.6 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the first quarter of 1958 
was 1,2. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 547 deaths of infants under one year of age and 353 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 37 per 1,000 births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 24. For the corresponding quarter of 1958 the infant mortality 
rate was 44 and the neo-natal rate was 29. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 

Population.—The estimated population in April, 1958 was 2,853,000.

DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,596, of which 5,163 were those of 
males, and 4,433 were those. of females. The equivalent annual rate was 13.5 per 1 3000 population, 
being 0.9 above the rate for the second quarter of 1958. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex, and age group are shown in Table ITI, a according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 

_ Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 139, including 117 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 22 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
second quarter of 1958 were 174, 146 and 28 respectively. For rates see Table II. | 

Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 4 deaths from whooping cough registered during the 
quarter, 1 from diphtheria, and'5 from measles. The heading ‘‘Other infective and parasitic 
diseases’”’ in Table III contained ‘the following numbers of deaths :—septicaemia and pyaemia 
2, acute infectious encephalitis 2, infectious hepatitis 6, leptospirosis 3, tetanus 6, herpes 
zoster 1, infectious mononucleosis 1 and malaria 1. 

_ Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,291, being equivalent to a 
irate of 1.8 per 1,000 population. Of these, 611 or 47 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms 
of the digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,537, being equivalent 
to a rate of 5.0 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
‘accounted for 1,013 or 29 per cent., while 1,362 or 39 per cent. were due to other myocardial 
degeneration. 

Diseases of Respiratory System.—-Deaths from influenza numbered 353, pneumonia accounted 
for 375 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 434 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the second quarter of 1958 were 94, 290 and 398 respectively. 

Maternal Mottality.—There were 13 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
equivalent to.a rate of 0.8 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the second quarter of 1958 
was also 0.8. 

Infant Mortality.—There were 576 deaths of infants under one year of age and 383 of these 
occurred ‘at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 35 per 1,000 births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 24. For the corresponding quarter of 1958 ‘the infant mortality 
rate was 36 and the neo-natal rate was 23. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI.

e Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 2,407, being equivalent 
/to a rate of 3.4 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 807 or 34 per cent, while 808 or 34 per cent were due to other myocardial 
_ degeneration. 

Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 39, pneumonia accounted 
for 185 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 189 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the third quarter of 1958 were 13, 164, and 226 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—There were 10 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
equivalent to a rate of 0.7 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the third quarter of 1958 
was 0.9. 

Infant Mortality —There were 385 deaths of infants under one year of age and 276 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1,000 births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 18. For the corresponding quarter of 1958 the infant mortality 
rate was 30 and the neo-natal rate was 20. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 

Population.—The estimated population in April, 1959 was 2,846,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 15,255, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.4 per thousand of the population; this rate is 0.1 above that for 1958. Of the total marriages 
14,716 (or 5.5 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (539) 
is equivalent to 3.3 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


. The number of births registered during the year was 60,189 compared with 59,510 for 1958. 
The number of boys was 30,597 and the number of girls was 29,592, the proportion being 1,034 
boys to 1,000 girls. 
The annual birth rate was 21.1 per thousand population, this rate being 0.2 above the rate 
for 1958. 
There were 959 illegitimate births in 1959, equivalent to 1.6 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1958 was 976 illegitimate births or 1.6 per cent of the total births, 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1959 was 34,245 which is 3 less than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 18,602 and the number of female deatha was 15,6438. 

The annual death rate in 1959 was 12.0 per thousand population, being the same as that 
for 1958. 


Tuberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1959 numbered 517 (451 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 66 from all other forms.) Corresponding figures for 1958 were 584, 505 and 79 
respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1959 was 0.18 per 1,000 population. 


Other Infectious Diseases 
There were 9 deaths from diphtheria registered during the year, 20 from whooping cough, 


2 from acute poliomeyelitis, and 17 from measles. 


Malignant Neoplasms 

Deaths under this heading numbered. 4,777, being equivalent to a rate of 1.68 per 1,000 
population. Of these 2,276 or 48 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms of the digestive 
system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System 

Deaths under this heading numbered 12,778, being equivalent to a rate of 4.5 per 1,000 
population. Of these, coronary and.arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 3,899 or 31 per 
cent, while 4,777 or 37 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System 

Deaths from influenza numbered 612, pneumonia accounted for 1,200 deaths, while the 
remaining respiratory diseases caused 1,493 deaths; corresponding figures for the year 1958 
were 311, 1,015 and 1,388 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality 
There were 40 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, equivalent to a 
rate of 0.66 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for 1958 was 1.03. 


Infant Mortality 

There were 1,927 deaths of infants under one year of age and 1,272 of these occurred at 
ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 32 per 1,000 births registered and the neo- 
natal rate was 21. The infant mortality rate for 1958 was 35 and the neo-natal rate was 23. 
The rates for counties are shown in Table 4.

The estimated population in April, 1959 was 2,846,000,
